The lecture given last Saturday by Dr. Taylor, on the “ Teaching of the 
Twelve Apostl a recently discovered monument of « irly Whristianity, was in 
many ways worthy of note. The apt use made by the learned lecturer of Tal 


mudic parallels shows the increasing importance attribute! to. this source of 
illumination by contemporary theologians. That it should be recognised that a 


document like this might merely be a Jewis': homily with a few interpolations 
from the Gospels was in itself a striking testimony towards the origimal identity 
of. Judaism and Christianity. Dr. Taylor laid far too great stress on the differ- 
ence between the positive and negative form of the Golden. Rale : the former he 
stated to be peculiarly Christian, the latter a Jewish abrilgement of the Ten 
Words. The fact that it should have been adopted in an early Christian docu- 
ment serves to show that the difference was. not consider. d iuportant by th 
Disciples of Tesus. The stress laid upon the distinction by. modern theologians 
only serves to show to what shifts they are driven in attempting to claim erigin- 
ality for their Mast. r. One other reflection is su crueste d hy the lecture: Why 
do not Jews study the origin of Christianity more than they. do? Not to 
speak of the use of this in controversy, all the earliest. apostles were Jews | 
and Christianity. is the means oy whith Jewish trath bas been cnibled, in a

He forgot that the caper-berry obtained 
ite Hebrew name from the circumstance of its sharpening the appetite. Strange 
to say Sir Edmund Beckett leaves his discussion about the merits of “twenty 
four o'clock” to interpose a word in favour of Luther's rendering, although, as 
he himself admits, he is not a Hebraist. The publication of the Revised Version 
may be expected to evoke some sirange critical feats from that pretty numerous 
order of persons who think they are competent to do anything, from writing a 
“leader” in the Times to commanding the Channel Flect.

THE LAWS OF THE “REFORM” CONGREGATION, 
TO THE RDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 
Sir,—I think that anonymous correspondence should not be resorted to in reply 
to a writer who has signed his name. One who has not the courage of his opinions 


should be silent, and if he is unprepared to identify his name with his views, there 


must be something sha!low either in the views,or in the writer, I should not, there- 
fore, think it necessary to reply to the two letters in the Jewish Chronicle of this 
date except for the reason that my own views have been misrepresented, 

When I wrote last week that we have no right to judge one another and to sub- 
ject any of our brethren to penal legislation, I wasas fally conscious of the province 
of jurisprudence as your correspondent; but I was speaking of a religious congrega- 
tion which is managed by no higher authority than its own members elected 
by one another and whoee sole function is to manage the affairs of the institution, 
What I desired to affirm was the principle that a body of persons who combine toge- 
ther for the purpose of worshipping God in accordance with certain ideas, shoul! 
have no power over one another in the sense of judging the particular conduct of 
any individual among them. - I entirely agree with your correspondents that it is 
desirable that those who are elected to manage the affairs of the congregation should 
not te men who are least attached to the traditions of their religion, Indeed, I go 
further and would say that. special care should be taken to select those personsonly 
who are most serious minded and religiously disposed, and who have not departed 
notoriously from what will always be held sacred. This is a very different thing 
from enacting a law with the-direct object of labelling certain persons with a badge 
of disability as soon as they approach the doors, It is this step which 1s truly retro- 
grade, for it is no longer taken in other synagogues. 

People are misled when they are told that the proposed new law is a “ conces- 
sion,” and your correspondent has misplaced the facts by stating that “the new Law 
was made to give certain rights to persons who were previously altogether disquali- 
fled.”’ There has hithert heen no disd ailincation On the contrary. this law would 
disqualify persons whom, in the words of a recent resolution the Council, it is * not 
competent under the existing laws of the synagogue to exclude from ‘membership. 

Is it not better that disqualification when deserved should take place by the 
natural course of public opinion rather than by legislation? Au Israelite who had 
married out of his faith,or who was known to be indifferent to other vital principles 
of Judaism. would not expect that he should be selected to govern the synagogue, 
Any man of sense would see the propriety of omitting, persons of that description 
from a Board of management. But we should not say to any one : “ understand you 
are on a different footing , you are not entitled to any of the rights and privileges 
conferred on members by the laws of the synagogue.’ That is the exact wording 
of the new law. which I trust wil! not be ratified at the subsequent meeting. Such 
a law would have no practical utilityasa deterrent, Its only effect would be to 
insult and repel persons who ought to be won back to the fold rather than driven 
further away. 

I fear there are &till many good people of our religion who regard the synagogue 
as akind of club. [tis not at all of the nature ofa club. It is a place of grace 
for persors,of all characters who have Jewish blood in their veins, it is for sinner 
as well as the rizhteous, It should be without barriers. If he is born a Israelite and 
says he is one, no Jewish committee should have the power to say to him: “No you 
are not one because you have done what we consider to be un-Jewish.”’ To admit 
such a right is to let in a great danger; it is the inquisitorial function, and it 
could be extended-to other matters which in the judgment of some of the best 
Jews, and according to the clearest language of Scripture, constitute vital conditions 
of Judaism. 

[n all earnestness I say to members of the congregation in which I was 4oorn, 
and to which I am attached. beware! Jo not allow this reactionary spirit to vain 
ground here. If you do you are striking at our foundation, which was laid upon the 
lines of progressand enlightenment, I would remind them that no good has ever 
came to the Jewish cause from reactionary movements, Every step in that direc- 
tion has been fatal and bas throwa us back for ages. It is said that this law is 
different from the old laws of * excommunication and excision ’’ which make right- 
minded people shudder, Yes! it is different, I admit, but only in degree. The same 
spirit is there ; however minimised it is visible; we thought it was extinguish: d, 
God forbid that ny semblance ot it should he revived,

PROPOSED HOME FOR THE FOREIGN POOR, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 
Sik,--You report in your last issue the proceedings which took place at a mect- 
ing recently held to consider a plan for the reorganisation of a Ilome far Foreign 


Poor, now in existence in Church Lane ; but it seems peeuliar that the gentleman 


at whose residence the meeting was held, should, in his advocacy of the. cause 
renounce all connection with him who has for some years alone presided over the 
existing Hlome,and therefore, I suppose, all connection with the movement inaugu- 
rated at a prior and public meeting on the subject called by the owner of the present 
Home, I hope that this apparent want of unanimity may wreck this ill-judged 
movement, which, if persevered in, will, I am, sure, do far more harm than good to 
our industrious Poor, and will increase the number of our hopeless paupers, 

Our charities are, unfortunately, supported by the few, and not by the many ; 
we are therefore bound not unnecessarily to tax the willing givers by the creation 
of fresh appeals to their benevolence; and they, in their turn, ought to refuse to 
respond without due reflection as to what, by their financial support, they 
help permanently to buildup, Now, a Home for Outcast Poor must, if healthy. be 
sufficiently comfortable to prove attractive ; for its fame would be sure to rapidly 
spread amonget those struggling abroad, who would only await the knowledge of 
their being looked after on arrival, to tempt them to at once journey thither : or 
else it must be as unhealthy, and generally as undesirable, as the abode in Church 
Lane, which, apparently, nearly all who have considered the subject think to be too 
bad to be tolerated in its present state. The foreign paupers must not be attracted. 
they must be repelled ; and so long as there is, as now. neither an openiug for their 
employment here, nor facilities for emigrating such cases to new countries. it is 
eurely in the interest of the people themselves, and is due to the poor already 


settled here, and who are suffering from keen competition, to do all we can to 
prevent further arrivals of the pauper class, 

Again, the necessity for a refuge does not exist, asthe parish workhouse supplies 
all that the newly arrived pauper can reasonably demand, and the routice of the 
parochial establishmeut is far more likely to stimulate the lazy to work. than any 
system put into practice by a Jewish charity, I am not aware that it is un-Jewish 
to sleep or eat bread in a casual ward, 

Now forthe three headings of the plan for re-organisation, which were sub. 
mitted to the recent meeting ; each provides what is not required, 

1, A daily soup kitchen, gratuitous to the destitute, 

2, .A lodging house, free, if unable to pay. 

4. A reading room for the study of Hebrew and for aiscourses. 

As to the first two, the mere remaining a pauper or pretending to be one, would 
qualify for relief ; and as to the second in particular, I understand that it has alwaya 
heen the policy of the Board of Guardians (whose experience in these matters is 
invaluable) purposely to abstain from finding shelter for the poor, making them 
feel that the responsibility of their success or failure depends on themselves. but alwaye 
aiding them to help themgelves ; and I have always heard that the great succes 
which attended the settlement in London of: so many of the persecuted Russian 
families, was attributed to the fact that they were,compelled to find their own homes 
and callings, never allowing them to feel the ability to discard the self-reliance 
upon Which they had primarily to depend. As to the third heading, the Beth 
Iamedrash of the United Synagogue is kept up to supply this want, and should be 
as accessible as required by those desirous of studying. 

The public, who may be asked to contribute, should not, I think, place too much 
weight on the narratives of homeless poor finding shelter only in the streets ; and 
certainly should not believe the tales of the danger of the poor falling into the 
hands of the missionaries if, howgver, these dangers exist—and even if the y do 
not —we cannot do better than advertise abroad the undesirability of paupers coming 
here, and the fact that if they arrive they must expect no other assistance than that 
of being sent back to the port whence they last came ; this the Board of Guardians 
professes todo, therefore a new charity is not required for the purpose, and each man 
so sent back homewards must be the very: best mode of making it known abdroad 
how fruitless a mission it is at present for people to come to this country, unless aljle 
to maintain themselves until they find employment. 

It was stated at the meeting that as an earnest of what the East End Committee 
would like to do, they had clothed and apprenticed sixteen Polish youths, What 
for? This is not part of the programme of the Home. Why were the boys not sent 
to the Industrial Committee of the Board of Guardians ! 

The only one good idea included in tlre Church Lane scheme seems to have been 
abandoned, as nothing more is heard of it: I refer to the Laliour Bareau. By all 
means let those who have special facilities in the East End carry out this idea, and 
seriously direct their efforts to perfecting a scheme by which employers of labour 
and those out of work can most easily be brorght in contact. This would be a truly

Preface than that originally written by Joshua Van Oven cannot well be produce. 
The notes scattered throughout the book commend themselves to every scholar ; 
and the contents of the Book were arranged, as is well known, alter seu foe 


tion, The translation of pyyjye by Dr. Van Oven is familiar to every Jesh 
child, and it may, perhaps, be not uninteresting if we consider a few of the passages 
to enable those who talk about translating the Prayer Book, to consider not mer ly 
the difficulties, but how far they are prepared to alter what has been done. |

DR. HERMANN ADLER’S VISIT TO PALESTINE. 


Tue visit of the Derecate Carer Rane to Palestine is destined, we 
trust, to form an additional link in the chain of sympathy which connects 
European Jews with their coreligionists in the Holy Land. The revival of 
Jewish interest in the welfare of Palestine is not the least notable charac- 
teristic of the present age; and it has been at once the cause and the con- 
sequence of the visits to the country of such men as Dr. Hermans Apter. 
The fascination which the land celebrated by the story and the poesy of the 
Bible possesses for most minds has combined .with an earnest desire to 
improve the unsatisfactory condition of the inhabitants to attract the foot- 
steps of many a traveller. Modern facilities for travel have also played 
their part. Rapidity of international communication, and the perfection of 
the convenient arrangements with which the name of Cook is especially 
identified, have done not a little to make the country of our forefathers a 
favourite with the tourist. Palestine is no longer a far-off land, accessible 
only after many weeks of uncomfortable travelling. To reach it involves 
nothing like a pilgrimage, however much the sentiments of the traveller may 
make his journey one in its inner aspect. A rapid flight by railway. across 
tne Continent, and a few days’ passage by sea, and you are at the gate of 
Jerusalem. No wonder that a journey to Palestine has become “ the correet 
thing,” which everyone who has the means and the leisure is as much bound 
to do as he is to explore the fjords of Norway or to penetrate to the furthest 
recesses of the Tyrol. In the case of Jews more especially, there is to be 
added the interest which the Holy Land awakens by reason of the associa- 
tions of the Past and the important problems rising out of the condition of 
its indwellers.. And if that interest has léd many a’ Jewish traveller to 
Palestine, each visitor has strengthened it in return by calling renewed and 
increased attention to the welfare of the country. 


There is every reason to hope that the visit of Dr. Hermann ADLER, 
upon whose safe return we may congratulate both the reverend gentleman 
and the community, will, in a special degree stimulate the sympathies of 
European Jews for the condition of their brethren in the Holy Land, Dr. 
ApiEr has enjoyed almost unique advantages, which cannot have failed to 
serve him in his mission. As the representative of the Coir Rape ol 
the United Kingdom he was assured beforehand of the respect of the Turkish 
authorities and of the good-will of the Jews of Palestine. Both are factors with 
which every traveller inthe Holy Land who desires to be something more thana 
mere tourist must take into account. A ny ordinary individual, who simply 
wishes to “do” Palestine, may ride through the country from Dan to Beer- 
sheba without troubling much to ingratiate himself with the powers that be, 
and certainly without considering what the Jewish population thinks of him. 
But it is otherwise with those who are anxious to understand the lives and 
the thoughts and the wants of the Jewish community with a view to remedy- 
ing some of the evils that afflict them, Dr. Apter was happy, then, in 
being a persona grate both to those of his brethren whom he went to see 
and to their rulers. The former could receive him without the slighest tinge

Nor can they ever be unmindful of the fact that their champion and their 
jol, Sir Moses MontTerione, is as prominent an [Englishman as he is a 
tow. When, moreover, it is remembered that Dr. Apiern possesses those 
special endowments of manner and tact, of sympathy and knowledge, which 
mould at once place him inthe position of a friend, rather than of a stranger. 
with the Jews of Palestine, and enable him to turn his acquaintance with 
them to ‘immediate an l practical account, it will he seen that his visit to the 
Fast, as far as the personal elements are concerned, was attended by the 
greatest. possible promise of suce ss. 

That the promise has already begun to bie fulfilled is indicated by the letters 
we have published from correspondents in the Holy City. Not only has Dr: 
Apter been received with every mark of respect bythe Turkish Authorities, 
hut at his instance certain concessions which had previousiy been withheld 
hare been granted to one of the Jewish colonies by Reovr Pasna, the 
Governor of Jerusalem. The Jews of that city, indeed, are fortunate in 


living ander rule so enlightened as that of his Excellency. His interest in 


their welfare was signally attested by his appeal to the DrLecate Crier: 


Raper to use his best efforts for the mitigation of the distress which pre- 
vails among the Jews of the Holy City. The request favourably contrasts 
with the ind ference towards our coreligionists which eharacterises the 
average Tarkish Pasha. Ona the. other hand, the demonstrations of plea- 
sure and esteem with which Dr. Aprer was welcomed by his brethren in 
Valestine, and the signs which go to prove that he possesses their confi- 
dence, alike show that he has been as successful in gaining their good-will as in 
securing the favour of the authorities. The cain thus indicated is a doulbl 
one. The dews of the Holy Land have been brought nearer to their Euro. 
pean -bretliren by virtue of an advance from both sides. The Western 
Israelite. in the person of the CHier has learnt to under- 
stand better his brother in Palestine: bat the converse is also true. The 
Jew of the Holy Land now comprehends more fully his Eviropean coreli- 
gionists—their mode of looking at things, especially the things that affect 
him, We are in a position how more clearly Ty Ap pyres iate the leas, the 
Wants, and the capabilities of those communities whose progress has been the 
dearest wish and weil-nigh the despair of the Jewish philanthropist for many 
a year, But those commiunitie s, too, are better able-now to realize what our 
opinions and aims are respecting them, and better prepared to make. the 
beedful allowance when those ainis and opinions donot altogether Darmonize 
With theirs, 

We are justified, then, in anticipating the happiest results from Pr, 
ADLER'S “recent mission.

ANTI-JEWISH RIOTS IN AUSTRIA. 


The general elections have been held this week throughout Austria for the 
Parliament of that. country, and. at Vienna they gave rise to considerable. dis- 
turbances provoke d by the anti-Semitic party, The centre of the riots was the 
Leopoldstadt, one of the most important districts iu the city. Here on Monday 
afternoon the partisans of the anti-Semitic candidate Selneider, an almost obscure 
agitator. who lat ly advocated a revival of the Sicilian V; spers as the shortest 
way of di ling with the Jews, atti kee] some te wish passers by. ind aihee 
quently hustled other pedestrians. At first most alarming re ports were spread 
as to the extent of the riots. It was stated in the eve ning papers that blows 
were éxchinged and blood flowed. that about 4) persons were wounded, and many 
arrests in thre milit iry, thy itr Lids were n ide inte sh ps pt hy Jews, and 
that rhe streets resounded with the shrieks of women and childre n. the aT hing 
of glass, the battering of hammers upon Coors .and counters, and siv ive 
yells of “ Down with the Jews!" Down with the blood-suckers.” | Happily 
these reports were exaggerated. The Timea corr spondent, telegraphing on 
Tuesday, siys that the affuir does not appear to have been much worse than an 
English election disturbance; but Vienna ts unaccustomed to such sights. It is 
said that no disturbances of the kind have ever taken p! ice there at previous 
elections, and the Jews, with sad. experiences of riots in Russia, Roumania, and 
Hungary to terrify them, were naturally. quick to take alarm’ at. violence. 
In the evening the Leopoldstult was uproartous, >but) not. in condition 
to justify the startling reports published in the papers. It. is certain,’ 
however, that thongh no shops were pillaged, several were damaged, and 
thit many Jews were maltreated. Among the 4.or 50 persons assaulted, three 
are reported to have been badly hurt. Fifteen arrests have actually been made. 
Disturbances also ocenrred: in the Wieden, Neubau, and Mariahilf distriets, and, 
isa matter of wise precaution, the Jews gene rilly closed their shops. 

The. elections, far Vienna ‘is coneerned, have heen more 
successful. for’ the anti-Semites than- there hal been reason to. fear. 
Schneider, it is true, was defeated in ‘the Leopoldstadt by a majority of 
6,000, he having polled 1.010 votes. On the other hand. in the busy commer ial 
district of Maritahilf, which may be eompared to our Oxford Street, Dr. Patta 
(who lately issued a circular to the municipal electors, for the publication of 
which the printer has been imprisoued for seven days), one of the Inost violont 

f anti-Semites. was returned. In the Wieden ward the anti Jewish candidate 
was in a minority of only 50, and at Biden, near the Capital, an anti-S mite won 
the seat hitherto held by a Liberal. In all, three anti-Semites hive been elected 
The Neue Freie Presse speaks of these elections as shamefal, and simular 
language is nsed even by ministerial journals. The defeat of the Liberals by 
Democrats is not iccounted sich a misfortune as thr anti Semiutie tha 
Demoerats being themselves Liberals. 

In connection with the el-etions, it should be stated-that. a new body of 
electors. styled the Five Gulden Men, exercised for the tirst time the franchise 
which has been extended to them. Among this class there is much anti-Jewish 
feeling, which agitators have been kindling by all the means lixely to influence, 
These means are thus explained by the correspondent of the Time 5: “be 
common complaint of petty tradesmen and artisans ts. that the Jews undersell 
them. The shoemaker is glad enough to buy cheap furnitaro and clothes of the 
Jews, but he objects to their selling cheap. boots : thy tailor has nothing to'say 
iy inst Cheap he its, brat he neo pati nee ow ith Trace Sf cheap eoats, 
Usury is also a common eanse of complaint, chiefly with men who, having failed 
to borrow money from their Christian friends, have gone to the Jews with the

‘interest In proportion to the lender's risk. ‘Itis satisfactory to know. that res 


pectable Roman Catholics have generally withdrawn their support from ant 
Sermitism, which in its latest dev: lopments has beeotnre. a disord rly tnovement 
directed not against the Jews only, but against all capitalist 

The anti-Semitic agitation has been su cessful ty yond the precincts of 
Vienna. In Silesia, where formerly only Lib ral members were returned, a 
member of the anti-Jewish party his been elected, and another has to undergo a 
second election, the votes being equal. On Tur sday hundr ds of anti-Semitic 
painphlets were circulated in Silesia, The works were so objectionable that they 
were seized, and those who distributed them were arrest dd.

Nevertheless, he often deplored. his entire deficiency in cle- 
mentary instruction, Wishing to Spare his core livionl ts the obstacles whi ‘he 
had encountered, he called upon the Governor Paskiewtez, about the year 1835, 
and suggested to him the idea of establishing public schools for the Jews, All 
he got for his pains in this matter wasto be taxed by them with being a heretic, 
Ile wis to le ive the town, ind r hay ing’ issed me tine im rmany 
he visited England (about 1847), where he spent some of the happiest hours of 
his life, either at the British Museum, or at the splendid library in Oxford, before 
definitely settling Frances. Thenceforward, rich in material, nothing could

Owing, perhaps, to his having been (in permanent intimacy, as it were, with 
this greatthinkor, Go'dberg was enabled te develope his ideas of phil of 
which he had only a vague impression, and which he certainly could not haya 
acquired from his early education. It was without doubt this freshness of mind 
this enthusiasm preserved even in old age, united with the variety of his know. 
ledge and his remarkable faculty of assimilation, which gained for him distinet; n 
beyond his limited circle of action, and caused him to be spoken of in journals 
and books. 

In analysing an Histoire du peuple d'larael,” in the Revue des Deus Mowers 
(lo Nov., PROD), M. Renan referred to Goldberg, and observed that he iwi in 
thissad old man the liv ing genius of an iddestructible people ft (Etudes d'histdirs 
religieuse,” p. 151). This eminent writer was not the only scholar in whom Gold 
berg, of pions memory, was in relation, or alincst in community of ideas. How many 
oriental academicians, Jews and Christians, did he not assist in their researches! 
The works of Munk, Reinau!, Longperier, Sanlcy could attest thie fact. Ty 
prove thie, we need but appeal to hismemory and to his desire of serving science. 
the teachings of which he lavishly bestowed on the young. 

In apite of the length of his well-spent life he did not always enjoy the 
necessary support in order to bring forth into the world everything he intended 
to publish. This is the only regret he félt, when without any fear, he saw the 
approach of death. May the names of the ancients, whom he rescuacitated on 
earth,whom he ratsed from the dust in which they lay buried, may they hence- 
forth be his enpport in heaven, where-—according to the expression in the Jern- 
salen Talmud, Tractate Sotah, ch. ix. § 16—“ a throne has been prepared for his 
reception.” 


THE MAHDI, PAST AND PRESENT. 
— 


The Mahdi, Past and. Present. by 

Unwin, London. 

This is a translation by Miss Ada S. Ballin of Professor Darmesteter's timely 
lr Lure. the eontents of which were origin ally di livered as a cture at the 
Sorbonne tefore the Scientific Association of France. -M. Darmesteter gives a 
most interesting eketch of the origin and development of the Mabdi-idea, and 
he traces the fortunes of the more prominent Mahdis. The Mahdi is the Massa] 
man Messiah—the name meaning “ the one who is led by the Divine Being.” He 
isto be a descendant of Mahomet, and his coming iz to he heralded by the 
appearance of a false prophet, corresponding with Gog and Magog in Jewish, 
and Antichrist in Christian, belief. The impostor is to be destroyed by the 
Mihdi. The belief in the comi-g of the Mahdi owes, if not its origin, at least ite 
survival, to the conversion of the Persians to Islain. The Persians were staunch 
upholders of the hereditary principle, and therefore favoured the claims of Ali 
the cousin of Mahoined, to be considered the Prophet's snecessor. The circum 
stance that Ali was dead strengthened the reverence for him. “He was: not 
dead; but had ascended to. Ileaven ; it was he who was seen in storms riding 
on the. hurrying. clonds ; it was he whose wis heard in. thunder, and 
whose whip seen writhe in lightning flashes.” The 
deifcation of Ad was the foreruancr to the appearance of a long list of 
Mahdis, Almost every age hus rejoiced in one of these personavtes, sometimes, 
is in the cause of own limes, even in two, Une was Mokhanna, the iled 
Prophet, so called because he wore a veil, to prevent people from being dazzle 
by the div ine lierlit th if by atiie | from his face, hut re’ lly to hide the distiure- 
ment caused by a horrible wound, This man was a fuller by trade, and was first 
the apostle of another Mahdi, Abu-Muslim. Both these worthies appeared 10 
Persia. Africa, too, had its Mahdis in the persons of Obeid-Allah and Mohammed 
ibn Tun rt, the founds rs respectively of the great dyn isty of the itimides and 
Almohades, the conquerors of Spain. After owing his lieutenant. to win his 
battles for him, much asthe Mahdi of the Soudan has been doing to-day, Obeid 
Allah reward d hin by ordering his ASaassination. “To show that he was not 
ungratt ful, the M hid hiwse lf rt cit d the prayers for the de id over the Corpse of 
his benefactor.” The orthodox Sunnites of Turkey hive also rejoiced in their 
Mahdis.

Nevertheless many 
of his followers Which he « xplained by saving that * only those are inval- 
Tht rable who have entire faith.” but AS be was himself aft rwards slain in A 
skirmish, his own faith must bave bad a tlaw in it. His followers concluded that 
he preferred to tight from above, and that he woald soon return. M. Darmesteter 
gives some account of the present Mahdi of the Soudan, and reminds us of the 
contemporary Mahdi of the Senussis, whom the enemy of the British has eclipsed. 
At first the two Mahdis * sat looking at each other like two china dogs on . 
farmhouse mantelpiece.” But eventually the Senussi Mahdi “ denounced bim ol 
the Soudan as an impostor anda liar.” In announcing the death of 
Gordon the Emir of Berber issued a manifesto in which he is said to have use 
the expression: ** We have killed the traitor Gordon.” M. Darmesteter thinks 
that the word used in the Arabic original was not * traitor,” but * impostor, 
and that, according to the Soudanis, Gordon was the Antichrist whom the Mahd}, 
in falfilment of his mission, was to destroy. M. Darmesteter concludes with re- 
Hleetions on the volitical aspect of the Soudan problem, which, like political 
opinions in general, are debateable. He looks to Abyssinia to save the Soudan 
to civilization. It need hardly be said that the lecture is bright and graphic, and 
that it gives in 2 compendious form infurmution that caanot fil to be interesting 
at the present moment.

JEWISH WORKING MEN'S CLUB.

ef the ace ssion of Ilenry LV. to the chrone of rance, religious persecutions had 
resulted in the impove rishment and almost ruin of tat country, and Henry, after 
four years determined efforts, succetded in passing the“ KJi t of Nantes,’ which 
gave equal religious liberty to Huguenots and Jesuits, No mention of the Jews was 
made 1D this edict ; the first intimation of them Bruse out of the yreat revolution in 
i719. The Jesuits never forgave Henry for taking from them the privilege of per- 
gcuting others, aud he paid for his goo! work with his life, The Hugu nots looked 
upon the death of Heory as the precursor to the repeal of the edict ; and probably it 
would have been, had not the Government of France fallen into the hands of one of 
the most m complished statesmen that Lurepe over produced Cardinal Rachelieu, 
who wae the first to govern on national and not on sectarian principle «*. After the 
death of Richeliea, Louis AIV. raled Fiance like an Eastern despot. His whole 
pruciple of religion was submiss on to the Pope and the most rigid uniformity of 
worship., Lonis entered into a cont ract wit h Chartes I1., who had taken the corona- 
tion oath as & Protestant, to bring England back tothe Church of Rome. In the 
reign of Louis the Haguenots suffered the moet terrible persecutions. Their children. 
after tw lve years of aye, were allowed to be stelen from them. placed in convents 
or ecclesiastical prisons, and educated in the Ca holic faith at the expense of their 
Protestant parents. lo LHe asother terrible decree was published, which forbade 
Huguenot creditors claiming @aytuing from the Jesuits until three years had expired. 
This at once crippled all commercial pursuits of the poor Huguenots, About this 
time Molicre publissed his celebrated play “ Le Tartuffe,” in which he leid bare the 
anctimoniousness of the gallican clergy of the day. The poor Huguenots were not 
allowed either to be born or to die in peace, On the birth of a child, a magistrate and 
pries® would invade the mother s tn dchamber, and the magistrate would command 
the priest to baptise the child in the Catholic faith, When a Haguenot was 
dying, a pr late W oald agonise his last moments by calling upon -him to 
die in the Catholic _ belief. Their churches were demolished and they 
were driven from place to place. Their only hope lay in flight, and thia was 
denied them. Their frontiers were guarded and any Huguenot who tried to 
make his escape Was sent to the galleys. Not only were they persecuted but the y 
were made sport of. Men and women were in dressed in fantastic garb and then 
tarred and set fire t. This took place while the edict was in force’ In 1688 the 
edict was formally re yoked. Then followed terrible Scenes, Iu a few weeks Hu0) 
eburches lay in rains and 50 old religious teachers were sent to the galleys. The 
poor women —matrons dnd virgins—-wére outraged in a manner to which death waa 
preferable. In this country only one instance of such persecution occurred, In the 
reign of John, in the 13th century, the honour of the Jewish women was threatened 
by the mob in the City of York, on the seventh day of Passover. The Jews 
obtained entrance into a large hall, whither they carried all their valu- 
ables. they then brought their wives and childrea, set fire to the buil:ing, 
and perwhed in the flames. They preferred death to the dishonour of 
their women, But the most te rible. penalties did not avail in bringing 
Huguenots to Roman Catholicism, uo converts were made, and the Jesuits seeing 
they could not obtain their souls, hungered for their property. At lat, they were 
allowed to leave France, but only as the poor Jews were allowed to leave Spain in 
the time of Ferdinand-—without the least vestige of property. Eoglacd, Germany, 
Switzerland, and, above all, Holland opened their gates to the hundreds of thousands 
of the poor Huguenots who fled from France for ever. Nor did England lose by its 
humanity, for amongst the Hugueno's were some of the most skilled artizans. They 
introduced silk manufacture, they taught the English pea-ants how to manufacture 
woollen stuff¥, which previously were imported from France. The revocation 
of the Edict of Nantes proved a fortune to William of Orange, for the Huguenots 
were the backbocve of his army at the Battle of the Boyne. The lecturer said just 
as it was impossible for all men to be alike in f-ature and in height, so it is impos- 
title for all men to Le alike in religious opinions. Versecution was of no avail to 
destroy a certain religious thought, for it would arouse vympatoy with the perse- 
cuted, aud foster instead of destroying their opinions, Persecution never ye, was 
succes+ful, and although excommunication and the cherom were resorted to, they 
were not worth the value of the paper on which they were written. Happily Euy- 
land Was a free country, and the Jews were free to practice all theie observances at 
their will, The lecturer concluded with the words of Micah * For ail people will 
walk in the name of his God. and we wilt walk in the neme of. the Lord our God 
forever and ever"’ (Loud and continued cheéring.) 

The CHAIRMAN, in proposing a vote of thanks to Professor Marks, said he hoped 
that the moral of Professor Marks's lecture would penetrate to the Courts of Rus-is 
aud Roumania, where the Jews were not only treated as aliens but 
were regarded as peop'e who had no right to earn an honest livelihood. 
It was a blot on the civiliza ion of the 1%th century. that such persecu- 
ions were suffered to exi-t. They were useless, as history had time after 
time proved, f.r the more Jews were persecated the more tenaciously @id 
they cl ng to their religion. We should all try to lessen the miseries that some 
of our fellow worshippers were suffering, and strengthen the hands of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association and the Board of Deputies who were trying to effect this end, 

The vote was seconded by Mr. OswaLp J. SIMON and carried unanimously, as 
Was also a vote of thanks to the Chair.

JEWS’ DEAF AND DUMB HOME. 

The New West End Synagogue was on Sabbath last attended by a large congre- 
gation, w ho had ben attracted by the announcement in this journal that one of the 
inmates of the Jews Deaf and Dumb Home would te Bar Mitzvah, and would 
audibly recite a portion of the Law. The Rev. I. Samuel, of the Bavewater Syna- 
Bogue, who is Honorary Se retary of the Deaf and Damb Hume, conducted the 
scrvice 
| The Bar Mitzvah, an intelligent looking lad. cat sfactorily acquitted himself of 
his difficult tosk, Although here and th re a word would have bes n imporsible to 
catch, unless the listener had the Pentateuch before hm. still on the whole the 
portion was recited with distinct and clear articulation. Thia wee especially the 
case, too, with the Blessings. The modulation of the voice was, however. neces- 
sarily absent Within about three weeks the b had not only mast red the portion, 
but had also learnt its trans‘ation into Laglish, ipropos of the incident, the Rev 
S. Singer delivered an impressive sermon, takiog as his text: © Thoa shalt not curse 
the deaf” ¢ Levit. xix.. 14). and “Open thy mouth for the dumb” (Proverbs xxxi, 
4). The preacher forcibly deseribed the lot of the deaf-mute, and, contrasting it with 
that of the blind. said that judging from certain characreristics of both, the afflic 
tion of the former appeared to be greater and more difficult to bear than the la: ter. 
for whilst the blind were gener illy patient, submissive, and trastful, the deaf and 
dumb were often irritable, obsting te, and suspicious, He referred to the efforts, ever 
growing in success, which seience, prompted by hamarity, had made during the last 
century to compensate the deif-mute for the injury which natare had done to him, 
and he instanced the event of that day as an example of what had been achieved in 
the Jews’ Deaf and Damb Home with the h lp of the lip-reading system, Seeiog 
how that institution was successfully battling with one of the worst of attlictions 
it was har'ly creditable to the ¢ mmunity that the Home should, so to speak, be in 
a chronic state of begvary, and that when the managers recently asked for £1400 
to carry it on efficiently, bare ly a fourth of that amount should have been subscribed, 
Mr. Singer concluded his sermon with an el quent appeal in behalf of the Home, 
and implored his hearers to open their inouths for the dumb oy promisiog liberal 
contributions to those of -its repr sentatives who were present in the synayowue, 
Sir Barrow Ellis, Senior Warden of the Synagogue, who isa'so President of. the 
Deaf and Damb Home, was prevented f om attending as usual, by a sharp attack 
of gout.

The annnal report and balance sheet were brouvht up and were adopted on the 
motion of Mr. Lionku VAN Oven, 

The forty-fourth annual report of the S-hools states, jnter alin, that the reports 
of the Guverment Inspector were highly satisfactory. The Committee trust that the 
resul's shown thereinwill stimulate the friends of the institution aud the public 
to give increased suppoit to the echools, cepecially as next year there will 
be a conriderable addition to the number of children, and also to tha teaching staff 
consequent oo the additions now being mule to the Commercial Street Schooler. 
Th- Schoo’s hai madea markei advacce ia order ant discipline, not merely among 
the eller children, bat the younger was, for many reasoas, are less amenable to 
order, One of the evident causes of this chanve is the development 
of the kindergarten system. The grant earned in each schouls ia 17s. per 
head, being the maximum amount for an infantechool, As the examination of the 
pupil tea hers was held much Jater than usual, no report baa yet reached 
the Commitiee, After the Government Inspection, toe Rev, B. Berliner again made 
his usual examinaticn in Hebrew and re igion, and reports that the result on the 
whole are deci edly bet'er than in the previous yeur, although the preparatory 
classes are not equal in quality to the Standard classes. The new buildings iu 
addition to the Commercial street School were commenced in Jannary, and it is 
hoped that they will be ready for use after the autumn vacation. The report also 
states that Mias Harris continues not only to supervise the general working of both 
¢s'ablishments but carries on as heretofore her benevolent arrangements for sup- 
pl, ing dinners, boots, &*,,to the most neceesitous children There distributions 
and the coilectionuf funis needed for them furm no part of the duties imposed on 
her by the Committee, 

The total income of the institution forthe year was £5,119 23. 54. It in- 
cluded £752 9". Goveinment Grant, and £5.062 44 21. from legacies, of which 
£3 000 had been bequeathed by the late Baroness de Rothacbild. Tae expenditure 
amounted to £2053 15s, 24. The income derived from the ball was £6,098 Va, 7d, 
of which £5, 88s. 5d, bas beea carried tothe Building Fund,

“THE TEACHING OF THE TWELVE APOSTLES.” 

On Saturday last the Rev. Chas. Taylor, Master of St. John’s College Cam- 
bridge, and editor ‘ { an admirable edition of the Pirke Aboth. puve a lk cture at 
the Royal Institution on the remarkable document entitled “ The Teaching of 
the Twelve Apostles,’ and recently published by Archbishop Dryennios of Con- 
stantinople, who discovered it.. Dr. Taylor treated his subject in a way pecu 
liarly inter sting to Jews, since he brought his special know ledge of the Talmud 
to bear upon it. This was the more appropriate, since tle document he discussed 
has been described as a “Church Catechism intensely Jewish.” The First Lec- 
ture delivered last Saturday dealt with the first six of the sixteen chapters of 
the Teaching ; these form a treatise by themselves, which may be termed the 
“Two Paths” from the opening words — Dr. Taylor found a. Jewish trait in the 
negative form in which the Golden Rale is given in chapter I. “ And all things 
whatsoever thou wouldst not happen unto thyself, do not'to another.” He referred 
to the well-known anecdote of Hillel and the he ithen who wished for a sum 
mary of Judaisin. ‘But he also pointed out that the same expression occurs. in 
Tobit iv. 15, ** Do that to no man which thou hatest,” and suggested that.it was 
a familiar Jewish abridgement of the Ten Commandtwents, which would. account 
for the expr ssion being used by Hillel: “This is the. whole law, the rest is 
but commentary.” The lecturer then passed on to notice the peculiar expres- 
sion : * Let thine aliws sweat into thine hands,” which is quoted as Senpture with 
the usual Jewish formula “it is said” (sy). This Dr. Taylor interpreted 
to mean “ Work that ye may give,” and illustrated by Jewish interpretations of 
Gen. iii. 19. Dr. Taylor then discussed chap. tii. which begins, “* My child, 
flee from everything that is evil and everything like unto it.’ This was illus- 
trated by the saying of the men of the Great Synagogue (Pirke i. 1), “Make a 
fence to the Law,” interpreted by the lectureras being equivalent to“ keep at a 
distance from opportunity of transgression.”” Compare Aboth de R. Nathan, i. 
and ii. ‘This led him to disenss the curious assertion “ Lying leads to theft,” 
which seems opposed to experience, but can be explained by the Jewish custom 
of connecting the commandinents of the ; irst Table with those of the Second, 
the first with the sixth, so that the third would lead to the eighth. . (Jalkut 1. 
23). He was thus enabled to show the priority of the * Teaching ” to the Shep- 
herd of Hermas and to the Epistle of Barnabas which also modifies the terse vigour 
of this and the fifth chapter. In chap. iv. the order of © the 
words in the expression “night and day” -was shown to be Jewish 
as well as the great reverence shown to teachers, a quaint anecdote of 
Rabbi Akiba being quoted to illustrate this. The saying, ** Where the 
Lordship is spoken of, there is the Lord,” was compared with A Lorh iii. 3, “* Two 
that sit loge ther and are occuplt din words of Torah have the Shekinak among 
them.” After r larking on the bold Hebraic. tersences of chap. 1V., the lee- 
turer pointed out the Jewish characteristics of the advice in chap. vi.—its wise 
toleration in all things except as regards the things devoted to heathen sacritice. 
Omitting the end of chap. i. which contained quotations from the Gospels and 
distorted the continuity, there was nothing peculiarly Cliristian in the tirst part 
of the Teaching which might be a Jewish work of pre-Christion crigin. A second 
lecture on the remainder of the work will be delivered to-morrow.
